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Ike Promises 
to Fight for 
His Policies

WASHINGTON Wl —Either as a 


candidate or as a "worker in the 
ranks," President Eisenhower has 
promised 
to battle 
"with all my 


strength" for the policies of 
his 


administration. 


Despite the 
uncertainty 
with 


which he viewed his role, Eisen 
hower's promise to support las 
night cheered more than 60,000 Re 
publicans whose "Salute to Eisen 
hower" dinners up to $100 a plate 
raised an estimated five million 
dollars for national, state and local 
GOP campaign purposes.. 


Responding to demands that he 


run again, Eisenhower said "my 
future role remains undetermined, 
whether to be a candidate for your 
nomination or a worker in the 
ranks." But he promises his help 
in either case. 


The President arose smiling and 


outwardly hale and hearty to re- 
turn the s a l u t e of 53 diners 
throughout the country. But tears 
clouded his eyes as he acknowl- 
edged 
the tribute, 
saying 
"The 


heart is so full that it is indeed 
dangerous to say more than 'thank 
you.' " 


Eisenhower told 1,700 dinners in 


Washington and about 60,000 more 
over the country that his decision, 
when it is reached, will not be a 
selfish one. 


"I could 
devoutly 
wish 
that 


there were some other method by 
which the American people could, 
under the circumstances, point out 
the path of my true duty," 
he 


said. "But it appears that this is 
a question that first I alone must 
answer."

bound by the racial rulings of the 
U. S. Supreme; Court, 
and

pressed .hard upon other Southern 
states to subscribe to the doctrine 
of interposition: 
, .;The,.Alabama-«'Sena:le- -•• approved 
the resolution in a resounding vote 
by voice. In the House, only four 
members dissented when the meas- 
ure passed Tuesday. 


In Mississippi, the House Judi- 


ciary Committee approved a 
bill 


which would 
create a new anti- 


integration weapon for use against 
federal officials. The purpose of 
the bill is to keep federal officials 
from interfering with the rights of 
Mississippians—particularly by in- 
vestigating their voting habits. 


The maximum penalty for viola- 


tion would be a $3,000 fine 
and 


five years in prison and it would 
allow a damage suit by the 
in- 


jured party. 


Two other segregation measures 


were also approved by the Missis- 
sippi House yesterday. One would 
extend the laws of criminal libel 
to cover libel or slander of state 
governmental instititutions; 
t h e 


other seeks to prevent the 
agi- 


tation of lawsuits dealing with in- 
tegration. 


The Virginia Senate continued its 


combative disapproval ,of the Su- 
preme Court's authority-on school 
segregation. 


A carefully reworded resolution 


which offered a compromise plan 
of interposition was introduced to 
the Virginia lawmakers yesterday. 
Like the earlier resolution it re- 
placed, it still challenged the high 
court's 
authority 
but departed 


from the earlier draft by not call- 
ing for noncompliance with 
the 


court's order banning school seg- 
regation.

ca. 


In the present situation, h o w- 


ever, officials believe it is signifi- 
cant that Soviet leaders have been 
soft pedaling for home consump- 
tion such things as the Bulganiiv 
Khrushchev offer of a 100-million- 
dollar loan to Afghanistan and the 
offer of around 250 million dollars 
to Egypt to construct a dam.
